SINGULAR FATALITY. 

A Lady Killed by the Forco of Ima- 
ginatioH.

On Tuesday lust Dr. Fisher, at the 
Now York hospital, was called upon 
to render his professional services in 
\ ■ what has proven to be a most remark 
able case. At noon on the day named, 
a lady called at the hospital ami avow- 
ed that she had swallowed a full set of 
teeth. She requested the physician to 
examine her for traces of them, and 
said she was Mrs. Cora S. Nourse, aged 
forty-seven, an artist, who contributed 
sketches and articles to Tht Floral 
Cabinet. She resided at No. .i(> West 
Ninth street with her two daughters, 
and on Tuesday last visited some rela- 
tives at Trvington, on the Hudson. 

When making up her toilet on 
•Thursday morning, she missed her 
. teeth, and, being unable to find them 
about her room, she came to the con- 
clusion that during her sleep she had 
swallowed them, as she remembered 
distinctly their presence in 'her mouth 
when retiring. A tickling sensation 
in her throat seemed to corroborate 
this belief. Dressing in haste, she 
hurried over to a resident physician, 
who examined her for traces of the 
last molars, but he failed to find them. 
He advised her to search for them 
,again, ; assuring her that if she 
felt no distress in her stomach, it was 
not possible that they were located as 
she supposed. 

. She inquired as to the result in case 
her fears proved true, and was told that 
if she had swallowed them the result 
"would certainly prove fatal. Alarmed 
at this, the unfortunate iady hastened 
to her apartment, but being unable to 
find her teeth, immediately boarded a 
'train for this city, and sought relief at 
the New York Hospital. She was in 
a considerate stato of trepidation, and 
■appeared to suffer great mental anxiety. 
After a thorough examination, Dr. 
Fisher declared that she could not 
possibly have swallowed the teeth, and 
suggested to her the possibility of hav- 
ing laid 'them somewhere out of the 
way. SJie then became convinced that 
such" 'must have been the case, and 
started for her home ia Ninth street. 
She had scarcely left the hospital when 
she, suddenly dropped in the street. 
Some gentlemen sprang to her assis- 
tance, and carried her back to the hos- 
pital insensible. Dr. Fisher was pro- 
ceeding to examine her, when »he turn- 
ed on her side and expired. A female 
attendant wa» called to undress the 
poor lady, in order that an investiga- 
tion as to the cause of her death might 
be made. As the attendant was re- 
moving the dead lady's clothing, the 
missing teeth were discovered lodged 
in her undergarment* A post-mortem 
examination revealed the curious fact 
thai her death had resulted from no 
other cause than a complete exhaus- 
tion of her mental faculties, brought 
about by the force of imagination. 

The deceased's eldest daughter, who 
is confined to the hospital with a pul- 
monary complaint, was notified of her 
mother's death, and the body was yes- 
terday removed to East One Hundred 
and 'Fifteenth street, to the residence 
of her son, Mr. J. Nourse, the librarian 
of the Harlem Library.

GERMANY, AUSTRIA AND RUS- 
SIA. 

I Aro tho Titans Preparing for a Bloody 
Struarfflo ? 

London January 1. — The detailed 
reports of Russian military prepara 
tions which come from various points 
on the Austrian and Herman fron- 
tiers beginning to excite attention 
throughout Europe. A pamphlet has 
just been issued, wherein the frontier 
defences of Germany and Russia are 
elaborately discussed, and the respec- 
tive advantages of different plans of 
invasion on either side canvassed. 
Tho author is evidently a former mili- 
tary man, and the appearance of such 
a pamphlet under the present circum- 
stances is regarded in Berlin as highly 
significant. The writer expresses the 
belief that Germany's eastern frontier 
is sufficiently defended, and that Ger- 
man forces can be easily and quickly 
mobilized and thrown upon important 
points in sufficient strength, even on 
the shortest notice, to hold the litis 
sdans in check on the frontier until 
measures of resistance in the interior 
can be thoroughly organized. 

Tho following passage closes the 
treatise : "When, at the beginning of 
September, the venerable German Em- 
poror visited Alexander at Alexand- 
lowe, he assured the latter that his 
traditional friendly relations to Russia 
still subsisted, and, consequently, allay- 
ed tho excitement which had been 
caused in Europe by newspaper re- 
criminations, extending over several 
months. If Emperor Alexander utter- 
ed the words ascribed to him by the 
public journals, thank God, a war 
with Germany is an impossibility,'' he 
spoke, we may well believe, in accor- 
dance -witji the feelings of the great 
majority of his loyal subjects. 

London, January 7. — The Augsburg

The following arc the particulars of 
the terrible accident at La Center on 
Friday, of which brief mention was 
made in yesterday's Oregonian.

A BYLAW 

7'u .li/if«t/ Bylaw Nu. 1 , for tht Protection 
of the City ayainst Fire. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
nmend the Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of the City against Fire," dated the 
third day of October, 18G2) 

Be it therefore bnactkd by the Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows:— 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of the said Bylaw 
are hereby repealed. 

2. The walls of all ehimnies shall not 
bo less than four (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all joints being well Hushed. 

l'i. All flues. shall hejpargottod throughout ; 
the coating shall not be less than three- 
eighths of an inch. in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall be 
(hit-jointed with strong lime mortar im- 
mediately after the erection thereof. 

D. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or rent, 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

li. The tops of all chimneys shall be at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to be unsafe it 
shall be lawful for the Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order tho same to be taken down, 
and it shall bo the duty of the person 
owning tho said chimney or occupying the 
house or premises whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after he shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of the provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before the Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of the Peace for the said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of the Po- 
lice Magistrato or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
S'ifi for each offence, together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such line, together with 
costs of prosecution, it shall be lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy the amount 
of fine and costs by distress and sale of 
the offender's goods and chattels, and in 
ease no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall bo found, 
it shall be lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of the Peace as aforesaid 
l.o commit the offender to the Common 
Guiil for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be read and con- 
strued with the Bylaw horcinbeforo men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may be cited for all purposes as ' ' The 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of tho City against Fire."
